The minority leader. Mr. Williams, 
sum m arized the bill and all th at had 
been done by Congress, and went over 
the ground th at had been debated at 
length during the last ten days. 
He 
concluded with an expression of the 
hope th at the House would stay in ses­ 
sion until the beginning of the next 
session before it would yield 
to an 
am endm ent which might be put on In 
the Senate the effect of which might 
be to weaken the bill. 
Mr. Hepburn, 
in 
his 
concluding 
speech, took lip in turn 
the 
points 
m ade in opposition to the bill. 
First 
he deprecated the effort to claim po­ 
litical credit. 
Ile reviewed the prog. 
ness and development of railroads dur­ 
ing the last tw enty years to show th at 
the interstate commerce act of 
th at 
tim e had not impeded railroad prog­ 
ress. 
Touching the construction 
of 
words which had been made a point 
of opposition, Mr. Hepburn showed the 
utter futility of getting unanim ity on 
that point. 
H e asserted not a member 
of the House could w rite a twenty- 
word sentence that would not be capa­ 
ble of two constructions. 


P r o v i s i o n * o f t h e Hill . 
Congressman Hepburn explained that 
his bill was intended and did, so far as 
it could be made to. comply specifically 
with the recommendations of President 
Roosevelt on the rate question. 
It gives 
tile Interstate Commerce Commission au­ 
thority, when a rate has been complained 
ot as “unreasonable” by a shipper, to in­ 
vestigate that rate, state whether or not 
i: is unreasonable, and if found to be un­ 
reasonable. to name a rate which is to !>e 
just and reasonable mid fairly remunera­ 
tive. which is to be tho maximum rate to 
lie charged. 
This rate so fixed is to go into effect 
thirty days after it is announced by the 
commission, subject during that time to 
lie set aside or suspended by the com­ 
mission or by the courts. 
After it has 
gone into effect it is to remain the rate 
for three years. 
During this time the 
opinion bas been expressed by those who 
have participated in the debate that the 
rate may also be reviewed by the courts 
and if found to be in conflict with the 
t» rms of the ar* or with the Constitution, 
by being confiscatory, can be set aside 
by the courts. 
Another important feature is the defini­ 
tion of the words “railroad” and “trans­ 
portation” in a manner to exclude all 
auxiliary instrumentalities of the common 
carrier and to bring them within the con­ 
trol of the commission. 
This power to 
name a reasonable rate and the inclusion 
of the auxiliaries within the jurisdiction 
of the commission are said to be the new 
features. 
All other provisions are modi­ 
fications of existing law. 
They include 
publicly of railroad methods, which is to 
lie aided by prescribing a system of book­ 
keeping and enlarging the commission to 
seven members and increasing their sal­ 
aries to $10,000 a year.

Probably as long as alligators have 
been known the young have been kept 
as curiosities and most am using pets 
do the little fellows make. 
Unlike the 
young other wild anim als, which are 
sometimes dom esticated when small, 
they grow very slowly, especially when 
out of their natural environm ent, and 
are consequently well adapted for this 
purpose, as a number of years elapse 
before the alligator is large enough to 
be troublesome or even dangerous. 
Al­ 
ligators do not appear to be very in­ 
telligent the recognition of the person 
who feeds them 
in 
captivity 
being 
about the lim it of their m ental atta in ­ 
ment. The older ones are sluggish and 
lazy, though they sometimes fight vi­ 
ciously with each other and are capa­ 
ble of doing 
terrible execution when 
aroused, says the Scientific American. 
If properly taken care of the young 
alligator will thrive even in unnatural 
circumstances. 
His m ain requirem ent 
is sufficient heat, and if the box or cage 
be kept at too low a tem perature the 
little reptile becomes languid aud al­ 
most torpid, refuses to eat for long pe­ 
riods and frequently dies at the end of 
some weeks. If, however, the tem pera­ 
ture of the air be raised or the tank 
wherein he lies tie warmed by the ad­ 
dition of a little hot w ater he soon re­ 
vives and attests his continued interest 
in life by renewed activity and the re­ 
appearance of his appetite.

business. Inquiry showed that this cheese 
manufacturer sells a considerable part of 
his product to saloons, where it is used as 
a thirst stimulator in the form of “free 
lunch,” and the man claimed that the 
keeping of the men away from saloons 
was hurting his business. 


One of the quickest and surest methods 
to get a boy into the reform school or pen­ 
itentiary is for his parents to uphold 
him in his deviltry iii the school room. 
Probably no other influence upon him is 
equal to that of his parents in helping 
him from bad lo worse; on the other hand

They exert every effort day 
after day for the good of the children un­ 
der their charge and when they are not 
successful, it is usually due to poisonous 
influences instilled into their young lives 
in the home. 
From our experience and 
observation we believe that whenever a 
child gets a flogging in school, it is justly 
merited and more too. Teachers do rot 
punish their pupils for the amusement, 
but do it because their patience has been 
taxed beyond endurance and they are 
driven almost to desperation. 
lf you 
want to save your boy from ultimate ruin 
do not uphold him in w rong doings iii the 
schoolroom.— Sycamore Tribune.

It was given by the father of 
his country to Sarah Middleton at the

Miss Middleton was given away 
by George W ashington, and the Middle­ 
ton family have long guarded the picture 
religiously until very recently, when per­ 
mission was given to publicly exhibit it. 
The reproduction herewith presented is 
frcm a photograph taken by Rockwood, 
in whose gallery the treasure hangs. The 
Middletons were one of the great families 
of the South. 
They were cavaliers of 
Twickenham, who came to America in 
167D. 
In colonial times they were prom 
inent in governmental matters, but in 
modern times few members of the family 
have attained to eminence in statesm an­ 
ship or soldiery.

BETTER BARNS FOR DAIRYMEN. 
Every y ear shows g re a te r In terest 
on th e p art of th e general public in 
the production of clean m ilk. 
It is 
th e focal p oint of m ore dairy legisla­ 
tion aud is th e m ost essen tial item 
in dairy m anufactures. 
City boards 
of health, dairy and food inspectors 
and S tate dairy and food com m ission­ 
ers are active in th e w ork of im prove­ 
m en t of the san itary conditions su r­ 
rounding the production of m ilk. 
Re­ 
ports from th ese various officers show 
th a t one of th e g re atest obstacles in 
the way of securing im provem ent is 
th e barns in w hich the herds are 
kept. Too often thieve barns are found 
to be dam p, dark and poorly v en tilat­ 
ed; th e floors are a source of ever­ 
lasting odors; the lack of sunlight pro­ 
m otes decom position, and every par­ 
ticle of d u st is loaded w ith germ s, 
which readily find th eir way into th e 
m ilk. 
The foul odors p resen t are ab­ 
sorbed by the m ilk before it can be 
rem oved 
from 
the 
prem ises. 
The 
cow s are m ore susceptible to disease, 
and th e place is entirely unfit for 
housing anim als. 
T here seem s to be 
som e excuse for th is condition of 
things, as m any, if n o t m ost, of these 
barns were built before the necessity 
of light and ventilation, good d rain ­ 
age and san itary arran g em en ts for the 
Interior w ere as well know n as they 
are today. 
M ost dairym en realize this 
fact, and w’ould m ake im provem ents 
w hich are not necessarily expensive if 
they knew how to go about it, contin­ 
ues th e T ribune F arm er. 
T h e dairy division receives m any in­ 
quiries regarding th e construction of 
new dairy barns, as th e re seem s to 
be a lack of available inform ation on 
th is m atter th a t is reliable and prac­ 
tical. 
It is proposed to m ake w orking 
plans and to give specifications for 
m aterial and m anner of construction, 
and to m ake th e w ork especially ap­ 
plicable to the dairym an who cannot 
afford an expensive stru ctu re and th e 
services of an architect, and to place 
th ese in the hands w! those who m ay 
desire them as soon a s it can be 
done properly. 
M any excellent 
barns 
have 
been 
built in different parts of the coun­ 
try ; it is desirable to m ake a study 
of these, and in order to do so w ith­ 
out unnecessary expenditure of money 
for travel th e dairy division desires 
th a t those who have built barns hav­ 
ing especially good featu res in gen­ 
eral arran g em en t of floors, or in de­ 
ta ils of stalls, handy devices, etc., 
would w rite to th e dairy division of 
th e B ureau of Anim al Industry of 
th eir success, giving details as m uch 
a s possible. 
Some of the best barns 
w ill be visited, w ith a view to secur­ 
ing m ore com plete d etails than can be 
given in a letter. 
It is also desired th a t those who 
contem plate building new dairy barns 
or intend to rebuild th eir old barns 
w ith a view to m aking them m odern 
and san itary will w’rite to th e dairy 
division and explain th e details of 
size, cost, drainage, and slope of land, 
and exposure, purpose of barn, etc. 
It is not expected th at th e division 
can furnish every applicant w ith a 
full set of draw ings and specifications, 
but all such correspondence will be 
given careful atten tio n 
and 
sugges­ 
tions will be offered.

bearing on this subject will be wel­ 
com ed a t the office of the D airy Di­ 
vision, W ashington, D. C.

E. D. Tow nsend, M ass.: 
W ill

Sm ead tell me through T he T ribune 
F arm er how I ought to feed my cow. 
I bought h er a few w eeks ago. 
The 
m an I bought her of said she was 
eight years old (I guess ten ). 
She 
cam e in hay. 
She is thin in flesh; 
had no grain all sum m er and was In 
poor pasture. 
I w ant her for hom e 
use— b u tter and m ilk. 
My feed is 
good hay, oats cu t when in the m ilk, 
and row en all nice and sw eet. I w ant 
to know w hat grains to feed and how 
m uch for best results. 
The cow is of 
good size an ti gives five q u arts of milk 
a day, and is a good feeder. 
I am 
not much of a farm er. 
As your cow has been poorly fed, is 
thin in flesh and not due to calve in 
fo u r m onths, a som ew hat 
different 
kind of feeding 
is 
required 
than 
would he under different conditions. 
W ith good m ixed g rass hay and oat 
hay, cut when the oats were in the 
m ilk, j'ou have a fairly good rough 
food for her, y et it is quite carbonac­ 
eous for m ilk production. 
H er th in ­ 
ness of flesh calls for strengthening 
grain food. 
I will, therefore, in her 
case recom m end as a 
basis 
som e 
ground oats, startin g w ith them a t 
one hundred pounds w eight, in which 
mix fifty pounds of corn m eal, IOO 
pounds of w heat m iddlings, and tw*en- 
t 3*-flve pounds of linseed oil m eal. Mix 
all well together. 
T his will give us a 
mixed grain ration of a n u triti\e ra ­ 
tio of not far from one to four and 
five-tenths, 


SORGUM AND FORAGE. 
I have grow n sorgum for feeding 
stock for four years, and w hile my 
first y ear’s experience convinced me 
of its value, I have th is year been 
m ade to appreciate it m ore th an ever 
before. 
W e planted tw o acres of sor­ 
gum about th e first of Ju n e; 
th e 
w eather being favorable it cam e right 
up, and m ade a w onderful grow th, 
and by the first of A ugust it was ready 
to feed. 
T his tw o acres of sorgum 
yielded IOO bushels of fine seed* be­ 
sides tons qf excellent feed for live 
stock. 
All kinds of stock ea t it read­ 
ily, in the dry stag e as well as the 
green. 
Sorgum is not only palatable 
but also nutritious, as 
cows 
will 
m aintain a good flow of m ilk when 
fed sorgum when pastu res are sh o rt; 
it also has a w onderful drought re­ 
sistin g pow er and will endure m uch 
dry w eather and y et m ake a fair crop 
w hen rain com es. 
W e are now’ feeding eig h t shoals 
on sorgum w ith th e seed 
on, 
and 
they are grow ing nicely’. 
I believe 
th a t th e expense of fatten in g hogs 
can be greatly reduced by feeding 
sorgum in connection w ith corn. 
P lanting.— P rep are 
your 
ground 
thoroughly, if you plow your ground 
before you are ready to plant, go 
ov er it frequently with th e harrow 
to keep the w eeds in check. 
P la n t in 
row s 3 feet ap art, and thick in the 
row’, say from IO to 15 stalk s to the 
foot of drill. 
C ultivate a s yooi would 
corn. 
W e cu t our sorgum w ith the 
corn binder th is y ear, and were m uch 
pleased with it, as it did excellent 
work, a fte r cutting we set the bundles 
up in shocks, when it has stood four 
o r five w eeks it is ready to sto re for 
w inter use; any quantity can be put 
in th e mow w ithout danger of h ea t­ 
ing. 
I am sending you this paper at the 
request of C. R. Shade, of E dgar Co., 
IIL, and hope it will influence him , as 
well as o th er read ers of th e Indiana 
F arm er, to plant som e sorgum the 
com ing year.—V. F. W einm an, in In­ 
diana F arm er.

T H E U SE OF SAW DUST. 
In som e sections saw dust can be 
bought at very low prices, and hence 
can 
he 
profitably 
used 
if 
rightly 
used. 
It is not a good plan to use it 
to the exclusion of oth er m aterials, 
p articularly in sections w here it is 
throw n on land already loose, as san ­ 
dy soils are likely to be. 
Those who 
have experim ented with it think it 
can best be used in connection w ith 
hay or straw , or even leaves, sp re ad ­ 
ing it quite thickly over th e floor and 
covering it w ith the co arser m aterial. 
In this way it quickly will absorb any 
of the liquid excrem ent th a t fall* on 
it, will m ake a so fter bed, and can 
be used over and over again.

Suggestion of great possibilities of 
fresh water supply is given in a pa 
per by Professor C. ll. Hitchcock, of 
Dartmouth College. 
It is a study of 
fresh water springs in tile ocean and 
within a few m iles 
of 
the 
shore 
Enough is knowu of the existence of 
such springs to warrant the belief 
that there must be vast quantities of 
fresh water discharged in this way 
through undiscovered springs, and i»er- 
baps close to big cities and to fertile 
soil where the 
water is 
needed for 
drinking or for irrigation. 
Some of 
these springs show artesian conditions 
and will rise thirty-two to forty-two 
feet by the pressure of 
the 
supply. 
There is a jiorous water-bearing strat­ 
um beneath 
an 
impervious 
cover. 
Piercing this by boring gives access 
to a water supply that will rise quite 
a height without pumping. 
One of the most notable examples 
of this condition is at the island of 
Oahu. 
The plantations on this island 
have made valuable use of the water 
for irrigation purposes. 
On one plan­ 
tation 5,000 acres are 
so 
irrigated. 
Though the pumps work continuously 
the water never fails. 
Close to the 
coast line no pumps are needed, as the 
water rises twenty-two feet. 
At Hon­ 
olulu such water will rise forty-tw’o 
feet. 
At Oahu they reach this water- 
1 lea ring stratum by boring 300 to 400 
feet. 
Some of these springs well up 
so powerfully as to prevent the ocean 
water from commingling with the fresh 
in casus where the artesian water finds 
its own outlet through a crevice in the 
impervious strata. 
Powerful 
stream s 
are said to discharge m illions of gal­ 
lons of water through artificial ojien- 
ings very near the seashore. 
These 
are believed to continue some distance 
out to sea and then to well up mingled 
with the ocean billows. 
Professor Joseph I.e Conte 
in 
his 
“Geology” m entions the existence of 
iresh w ater springs rising in the ocean 
near H aw aii. A round the F lorida coast 
th ere is m uch of this w ater, and at 
m any places it is bored for and u til­ 
i z e . 
The w onderful 
Silver 
spring, 
w hich hursts a full-grow n 
navigable 
river im m ediately from its source, is 
given as an exam ple of 
the u nder­ 
ground conditions th a t product? the un- 
derocean spring. 
It is the rain fall of 
a 
region 
fa r 
aw ay, 
jierhaps 
and 
the 
w ater 
filtered 
through 
miles 
of 
sand. 
Elise 
Regius, 
the 
great 
geographer, 
sj leaks 
of 
such 
springs 
existing 
east 
of 
tho 
Isle 
of 
Pines. 
All this 
suggests 
the 
possi­ 
bility th a t in tho fu tu re m any big sea- 
board cities may discover th a t they 
can obtain an abundant supply o f’pure 
drinking w ater alm ost at th eir doors by 
searching under tile ocean for w hat 
is now going to w aste and m ixing w ith 
the brine. 
It certainly stands to re a­ 
son th a t if so m any outbrusts of fresli 
w ater iii the sea are already known 
there m ust lie others yet to lie* discov­ 
ered.— San Francisco Chronicle.

The House concluded all prelimi­ 
nary steps to the passage of the railroad 
rate bill, ordered a roll call on the meas­ 
ure, and put off the final action until 
Thursday at noon. 
The closing speeches 
were made by 
Bourke 
Cochran, Mr. 
Mann (111.), Minority Leader Williams 
and Mr. Hepburn. 
The time for amend­ 
ment came at 4 o’clock and for three 
hours scores of changes were offered, 
but all were defeated. 
The test came 
with the first one and the vote on this 
was 119 to 140. 


The Senate devoted a short 
session 
Thursday to routine business, the caucus 
question being sidetracked 
temporarily. 
Mr. Tillman again made reference to the 
charge that the railroads in West Vir­ 
ginia were discriminating against private 
coal mines and had read a letter from 
the Governor of the State, which was 
referred to the committee on interstate 
commerce. 
The urgent deficiency appro­ 
priation bill was reported and the rail­ 
road rate bill was received from the 
House. 
A number of bills were passed, 
including the following: 
Placing tele­ 
graph oiierators of the Civil W ar on a 
pensionable basis; authorizing the use .of 
$1,000,000 of the reclamation fund for 
the drainage of lands in North D akota; 
authorizing the construction of a dam 
across Rock river at Grand Detour, 111., 
and a large number of private pension 
hills. 
The House pased the railroad rate 
regulation bill by a vote of 346 to 7. The 
pension appropriation bill, carrying $139,- 
000,000 for pensions and $1,245,000 tov 
adm inistration, also was passed. 
Other 
measures passed were as follows: To pre­ 
vent leaks in government crop reports; 
calling on the Secretary of the Interior 
for information regarding charges of ir­ 
regularities in the Kingfisher, Okla., land 
office; 
to open for settlement 505.000 
acres of land in the Kiowa, Comanche 
and Apache reservations in Oklahoma. 


Tile Senate Friday passed the urgent 
deficiency appropriation hill practically 
as it came from the committee. The only 
discussion was over an amendment sug­ 
gests! by Mr. Patterson to strike out the 
provision relieving alien workmen on the 
Panam a canal from the oiiorations of the 
eight-hour law, the amendment being re­ 
jected. 
The House put out its usual 
semi-monthly grist of pensions, passing in 
seventy-two minutes 429 bills for the 
benefit of veterans who are barred for 
one reason or another from coming in lin­ 
ier the general statute. 
Seventy-five per 
cent of the beneficiaries are either blind 
or bedridden. 
Two amendments to the 
Philippine tariff act of 1965 were passed, 
ID* purpose being to remove the discrimi­ 
nation against American goods. 
After 
passing a number of 
minor 
bills the 
House adjourned until Monday.

What others have done, we have 
hope that we can, under like conditions 
also do; but what we ourselves have 
done, we feel assured that, fortified by 
experience, we can surpass. 
What we 
first accomplish, is not of so much im­ 
portance as is the surpassing of our 
former achievements. It is this con­ 
tinued out-growing of our former selves 
that constitutes progress and that meas­ 
ures the d eg reed our success. 
If then 
what our boys and girls did last year in 
elementary agriculture, is to be called 
success, the experience thereby gained 
must be projected into future attempts. 
Believing that the parents of this com­ 
munity, have even a stronger faith in 
the wisdom of encouraging and train­ 
ing children to discover and control the 
possibilities of pleasure and profit that 
are latent in the soil beneath their feet; 
we think it wise at this early date to 
set forth briefly what was done last 
year in the study of agriculture. There 
are two ways in which schools may 
handle this subject, one is to have a 
plot of ground near the school, where 
the preparation of the soil and the 
planting of the seeds may be done by 
the children under the direction of the 
teacher and correlated with the lan­ 
guage number and science work of the 
school. 
The other way is to have each 
pupil who manifests an interest in the 
work plan, with the assistance of the 
parents and teacher, a home garden 
for which he alone is responsible. Both 
methods were tried by our school, last 
year. Each pupil drew to scale a dia­ 
gram of his home garden plot, showing 
dimensions of each bed and indicated 
what was to be planted there. The chil­ 
dren purchased their seeds wherever 
they wished, however the Woman’s 
Club, through its president, Mrs. Dra­ 
per, obtained from Vaughn’s Seed Store 
a large assortment of choice seeds 
which were furnished to school children 
for a penny a package; these seeds gave 
satisfaction. From time to time, in­ 
quiry and tours of inspection were made 
by the teacher. 
Before the close of 
school for the summer vacation, a com 
mittee was appointed by the Woman’s 
Club to inspect the home gardens and 
pass on their relative merits, when this 
was done prizes that had been given 
by the merchants, were distributed 
more as a mark of interest shown by 
the business men than for the value of 
the prize. The report of the committee 
was very favorable and the young agri­ 
culturists had just cause to feel proud 
of their work. 
It was intended to have 
these same gardens inspected again 
later in the season, but in this we have 
left an opportunity for greater success 
this year. The following vegetables 
were planted last year: Sweet corn 
radishes, onions, lettuce, beets, peas, 
beans, tomatoes, carrots. 
The work in the school garden proper 
was confined to an experiment in corn 
culture. 
A piece of ground 48x120 ft. 
was donated by Mr. Peter Beyer, who 
also furnished 150 lbs. of rock phosphate 
The gaound was cleared of weeds, 
stalks and rubbish by the boys of the 
school, who were interested in cora 
growing. The plot was divided through 
the middle length-wise and cross-wise, 
making four equal sections, one of 
which was spread with rock phosphate 
and barn-yard manure, another with 
manure alone, another with phosphate 
alone, the other was unfertilized, how­ 
ever the entire plot was good soil, but 
had only surface drainage. 
The field 
was plowed, dragged and planted with 
Reed’s yellow dent corn, May 26 and 27 
Three weeks later it was cultivated 
with hoes by the boys and plowed with 
a small cultivator. 
As school closed at 
this time, nothing more was done by 
the pupils in the way of cultivating, but 
arrangements were made to have the 
corn cultivated again with a sulky cul­ 
tivator, but this was neglected till the 
corn was too large for such cultivation, 
and it was cultivated again with a hoe. 
The growth of the corn, however, did 
not seem to be retarded for the want of 
more attention, as some stalks grew to 
a height of 14 ft. and bore ears 9 ft. 
from the ground. The corn was left to 
ripen in the field, the stalks not being 
cut till the corn bad been gathered. 
Results: The corn was slow to mature, 
due perhaps to the warm moist weather 
in September and October, and because 
of the great size of the stalks and the 
softness of the soil, much of it was 
blown down and damaged by rain and 
by chickens. The unfertilized section 
matured best, though the ears and 
stalks were smaller than in other sec­ 
tions. I he corn was gathered by the 
boys and what was taken from each sec­ 
tion, was weighed, but as the waste was 
much more in some parts of the field 
than others, the relative yield of the 
different sections had to be decided 
rather by judgement, rather than by 
figures. 
The 
following conclusions 
seem warranted by the experiment. 
Barn-yard manure gives rapid, vigor­ 
ous growth. Rock phosphate alone 
does not seem to show much on the 
stalk but does seem to make better 
filled kernels. The rock phosphate and 
barn-yard manure together seem to 
keep the stalk and ear soft and green, 
too late in the season, but owing to the 
weather conditions last season, this 
could not be positively st ated as a result 
of over fertilization. The seed used in 
this experiment was purchased of Mr. 
Reed, who is the originator of Reed’s 
yellow dent. The price paid, including 
express charges, was about 12 cents per 
pound. 
A quantity of {the corn pro­ 
duced fro rn this seed is now on hand at 
the school and can be had for one dollar 
per bushel.

Remarks made by H. L. Emerson, 
engineer for the Village of Arlington 
Heights, at public hearing of water 
pipe extension, Saturday, Feb. IO, 1900, 
at Arlington Heights: 
Mr. President aud Gentlemen : 
We are here, as you know*, to con­ 
sider the advisability of consummating 
the scheme of improvement devised by 
your Board of Local Improvements 
Namely the construction of water pipe 
extension over the major portion ol 
this village, one of the hest located res 
hlenee places in proximity to the city 
of Chicago, 
lf Arlington Heights had 
not so many naturally healthful ad­ 
vantages over other places so peopled. 
you would have been forced before this 
to construct necessary municipal im 
pavements, and you cannot always es­ 
cape the results of your careless ways 
The necessity of pure water for tilt* 
maintenance of health and even life 
attracts considerable attention, but the 
importance of the subject is seldom 
fully realized. 
Invariably people place 
implicit confidence in the time-honored 
household well, even though it may be 
placed in proximity to some source or 
pollution. 
Such simple confidence and 
carelessness has robbed many persons 
of their friends and lives. 
The condition of the average well 
may be somewhat understood by an)- 
one who will give the matter thought; 
as a great many of you know, farm 
tile laid at a depth of three feet below 
the surface, wrill effectually drain off 
the water contained in the laud for 
about 300 feet on each side, depending 
somewhat ui>on the nature of the soil; 
much further then will a well at its 
greater depth collect the soakage from 
its surroundings. 
A well is often poisoned by a piece 
of brass or other poisonous metals, be­ 
ing accidentally dropped in , or being 
uiHHi the ground near the well. There 
are also cases of poisoning from a 
neighboring potato patch, caused bv 
bug remover. 
Water will enter as a liquid in com 
bination with the greater number of 
all 
known 
substances, 
and 
often 
sparkles the more for being contam­ 
inated. 
Many of the great epidemics have 
been caused by impure water and all of 
them are affected by the existing con­ 
ditions of the local water supply. The 
yellow fever is no longer dreaded in 
our Southern cities, in Havana or in 
other places where there are now un­ 
proved sanitary arrangements. 
If it 
had not been for the modern improve­ 
ments of New Orleans the result would 
have probably been a disastrous plague 
last summer, for all signs pointed to­ 
wards that condition. 
If a person is afflicted with some 
sickness and intends visiting a resort 
for “are, they will select a plat* where 
the water is known to be the best, 
where while bathing their skin will 
not absorb injurious gases from the 
fluid. 
I want to tell you that the 
water from your village well, the water 
that will flow through the pipes of this 
village, is very pure water, as pure as 
the famous Waukesha water, and it is 
a theory that it is obtained from the 
same source. There is no better water 
lu this locality, uud I doubt lf It has 
an equal. 
^ Itersou lu a normal 
condition 
should take ubout four quarts of fluid 
each day, aud the Important functions 
of good water in economy is apparent 
from the facts that it should supply 
about three-fourths of the whole con­ 
stituents of the body, and that nine­ 
teen-twentieths of the circulating fluids 
are water. 
Emiuent physicians have 
prescribed a glass of water to be taken 
every quarter hour for the relief of 
gout and other ailments. 
There are over 500 words in the 
English language which are compound­ 
ed with the word water. 
This village 
as a municipality had but little use for 
the word except when used in argu­ 
ment ; and in neighboring places, where 
you are not intimately known, it has 
been stated at times that you had but 
little use for water; that you had sub­ 
stituted Dutch suds, and other uncer­ 
tain commodities, in Its time worn 
place until, in the year 1902, when your 
village officials, who, like good officers 
in command of an army, saw the neces­ 
sity for providing the inhabitants with 
an adequate water supply, passed an 
ordinance, aud as I am proud to say, 


and as you all know, with my humble 
assistance 
as 
engineer, 
constructed 
your present water plant, comprising 
a concrete reservoir of over 100,000 
gallon capacify, two pumps capable of 
handling 750,000 gallons of water each 
day, a 60,000 gallon elevated tank, etc., 
and a water main for the purpose of 
conducting the water from the pump 
to the tank. 
There was also a short 
water main laid into the business por­ 
tion of the village that fire might not 
destroy your supply houses. 
All was 
done that could be with the money at 
their command, and I do not think that 
any taxpayer ever said that the plant 
was not a bargain, and that it was not 
more than could be expected for the 
money. 
The water works was never intended 
for the private use of any of the people, 
but for the benefit of all of them; in 
other words, the money was exi>ended 
for promoting 
the 
final extensions 
w hich we are here now to consider, and 
other extensions which will come after. 
We have laid out these extensions 
over the most thickly populated portion 
of the village in such a manner as to 
properly supply the largest number of 
Iieople with water at the least cost. 
There may be places which we have 
not planned to supply, but which the 
owners wish to supply; if so, it may be 
added to the contemplated improve 
meats—or the opposite may be the case. 
If there are any questions that any 
one wishes to ask about the advisabil­ 
ity of this improvements we will try to 
answer them for you and would be glad 
to receive suggestions any might offer. 
I wish to thank you for all the cour­

DEEP INJUSTICE TO BOSTON 


Real 
Size of the City Is Misrepre­ 
sented by Figures of the 
Census. 


The census figures just 
published 
show a population for Boston of 593,- 
598. But what Boston? Not the Bos­ 
ton comprised in the metropolitan wa­ 
ter system, or the metropolitan sewer­ 
age system, or the metropolitan park 
system. 
It is obviously only the Bos­ 
ton that sleeps here o’ nights, says 
the Globe. 
The city of London shows a popu­ 
lation of 27,000. 
But what London is 
that? It is a small, circumscribed area 
that nobody ever thinks of as the real 
London that spreads its great body out 
over so many districts. 
Speaking in 
these narrow terms, Boston Is much 
more than 20 times larger than Loa 
don. 
All other great American cities show 
figures of population which are real. 
Boston alone shows figures which do 
not represent by half her real popula­ 
tion. 
Practically no Chicagoans live 
outside of Chicago, no Philadelphians 
outside of Philadelphia, no St. Louisi­ 
ans outside of S t Louis, and New York 
has gathered in substantially all her 
people save those that sleep in New 
Jersey. 
The cities and towns comprising tho 
metropolitan district, or, as it is often 
called, Greater Boston, show very large 
gains in the census figures, and give a 
population of nearly a million and a 
quarter, which very properly may ba 
accepted as the real population of th# 
real Boston. 


Alcoholic Drink from Rice. 
The alcoholic drink used In the prov­ 
ince of Chekiang, in China, is made 
from fermented rice. Fermentation is 
induced by the addition of cakes mad# 
of wheat meal. An examination of these 
cakes by K. Saito shows that the parti­ 
cles of wheat are penetrated through 
and through by the mycelia of various 
fungi. 
Some seven or more different 
species were found. These fungi grow 
on the moistened rice, fermentation fol­ 
lows, and a yellow liquid with an agree- 
able odor is produced.
